Central and there is likely so be some 
sharp competition on Toledo business 
when the new route is established. 
Tne acquisition of the Sandusky di- 
vision of the C. S. * H. by the Penn- 
sylvania will give them a through 
line from the ocean to the lakes by 
operating it in connection with the 
Norfolk and Western. 


As tne Pennsylvania now owns the 
Sandusky division of the C. S. & H 
all of the West Virginia coal that has 
been going to the lakes via the N. & 
H., Hocking Valley and Ohio Central 
will be diverted to Sandusky the 
Pennsylvania having its own lines all 
the way.
